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T’S just two days before Christmas as I complete the 

work on my 1952 catalogue, all except to write a note 
to my customers and many friends in the gladiolus world. 
So, may I begin by extending best wishes for a Happy 
and Peaceful year to come! 


As I look back upon my few short years in the com- 
mercial end of the gladiolus business, I realize that I 
have been fortunate indeed in building my business to 
the success that it is. I have mentioned before that I 
attribute my success, not so much to my ability as to the 
love of flowers which I have possessed all through life. 
Ours has been a flower loving family, ten children and 
father and mother, all of whom always loved and 
always grew flowers. In our early years, when we had 
to strive desperately to make a living from a small farm 
devoted to truck gardening, there always was the extra 
work, but loving work, in the flower gardens. I remember 
how different flower growing was then. We grew such 
flowers as asters and stocks right out in the open gardens 
with great success. Diseases such as aster yellows were 
unknown and they grew almost shoulder high. 

My first experience in flower growing was made with 
sweet williams and columbines, soon followed by glads. 
Some of the first varieties, as I recall, included Rose 
Ash and Dr. Bennett. From then on the pace increased 
fast and furious and it wasn’t long before I found myself 
established in the bulb business. 


I don't know whether or not modesty is a virtue, but 
I can now see that I have been a bit modest in exploit- 
ing the success I have had in introducing outstanding 
varieties. But I must, and do, place the real credit where 
credit is due, to my good friend Anton Carlson whom I 
consider to be the world’s most successful hybridist. 


This year’s symposium reports show that Cosmo- 
politan Glad Gardens is the home of our greatest glads. 
From here have sprung such famous names as Spic and 
Span, Hearts Desire, Bridal Orchid, King David and 
Oriental Pearl. I believe that’s a story of greatness all

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by itself. To these varieties I have added over 100 axcellent glads, 
chosen to fill the requisites of good commercial cut flowers. You will 
find a few included which do not fully measure up, but I do believe 
that every variety I offer can be of use in every gladiolus planting. 


In addition to my own introductions, the following are fine per- 
formers for me: 


Ace of Spades, which was one of the best sellers for me last year, 
with its deep black-red florets and velvet sheen. AMERICAN BEAUTY, 
which could have improved coloring was very popular among retail 
purchasers. BROWN ORCHID, long one of my favorite glads, with 
its fine, tall, excellent cutting spikes. Boise Belle keeps improving. 
A dozen good spikes is a sight to behold. More of a deep yellow than 
rose as it is classed. Bo Peep is an outstanding miniature. Color 
could be improved but it is easy growing and fast propagating. 


New selected Burma is really choice for me. Opens easier than 
Burma, color slightly lighter and florets lie flat against the stem. 
Some say they can see no difference between the two. You'll have 
to try it yourself and make your own decision. Chinook is an immense, 
vigorous grower and I am certain that retail florists will like it. 
Columbia promises well to replace Corona. Its bulbs are excellent 
in every respect. Picotee edging, colorful, and very distinctive. 
Cynthia improves for me as my stock increases. A very fine pale 
yellow and very early. Day Break was reported excellent in many 
parts of the country. Evangeline is a real commercial glad in spite 
of some informal placement, but it has size and color and that’s what 
the florists want. I still stick to my choice of Evening Star as one 
of the very best whites. Extremely ruffled and beautiful. Friendship 
is another of my favorites. A beautiful, fancy, very nice light pink. 
Gay Nineties reminds me of the days when Beacon and Vagabond 
Prince first came on the market. All experts said that they were 
not florist’s colors, yet they went on to be the most popular va- 
rieties of their day. Gay Nineties is a color which will be used by 
many florists, those who are looking for new colors for their work. 
Golden Crown and Golden Flute both give great promise. The former 
has some informed placement but is a choice, even, medium yellow 
which I believe will prove very prominent as a commercial variety. 
Golden Flute is extremely large and has prominent blotch. Grace 
Darling shows some crooks but is beautifully colored and makes very 
large, handsome spikes. Really a choice glad. Honey is a beautiful 
new pink with carnation-like buds. Medium in size both of florets and 
spike but excellent. Keepsake is a yellow which is coming to the 
fore. Spikes are tall, straight and looks more and more prominent. 


La Valle is probably the best in its color class. Large cream florets 
with small throat marking, tall, straight spikes. Lila Wallace, rich in 
coloring, tall, straight reminescent of the favored Dream of Beauty

PINK CLASSIC 


Pink Classic is a very large, tall growing ruffled 
and fluted pink of great merit. Holds 6-7, 52” or 
larger florets on a tall, straight stem. The color is 
deep salmon pink, shading into a lighter, brighter 
throat. I believe this will prove to be an excellent 
florists’ flower. 
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SKIPPY 


Outstanding! A tall, heavily ruffled white with 
small pink blotch in throat. Florets up to 5 
inches, usually 6 open and many showing 
color. Spikes are wiry with a lot of cutting stem, 
just the type the florists like for their arrange- 
ment work. Skippy looks like an excellent 
commercial. 
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which florists liked so well. Manchu, informal, has rich coloring of 
gold and deep orange is very decorative. Mellow Moon produces 
excellent bulbs and grows very tall and is fine for cutting. New 
port White has proved to be an excellent glad for me. Together 
with Annamae they make two choice early commercial whites, and 
Mt. Index can be included with them. Rosy Future offers some- 
thing new in coloring. It is a clean rose color, probably nearer to 
magenta. 


Red Cherry an early red, and Red Wing, together with Royal 
Flush are three excellent reds. All are different, all good. Red Wing 
produces tall spikes with many open florets in formal placement. 
Royal Flush is a little darker in coloring but has excellent substance 
and is highly ruffled. Big Joe certainly produces the big spikes and 
exceptionally large florets. Color is clear and bright and it made 
some of the best bulbs in my garden this year. 


Skippy is artistic beauty in glads. Pure white florets with small 
rose throat and outstanding ruffling. Spikes tall and straight. It 
will certainly make a wonderful commercial. I rate Sterling as 
the best in its coloring. Spikes are very formal, perfectly straight 
and excellent for cutting. Velvet Mantle is a good commercial, 
dark red, tall, produces high crowned bulbs, blooms early. White 
Goddess had a wonderful year at the shows. It has nice ruffling 
and is a good cutitng white. 


Of course there are many others which I have not grown 
which are excellent glads and many which I have not grown 
enough of or long enough to pass critical judgment. It is also 
a known fact that all glads do not perform the same under various 
soils or climatic conditions and for this reason ratings by various 
growers often differ. Usually, though, a real top-notch glad, such 
as Spic and Span, will give excellent performance no matter 
where or by whom planted, and you will find that the above 
varieties are most dependable cut flowers whether high or low 
in price. 


PINK 


BOQUET 
FOR 1953 


To those who wonder why I have no new introduction 
for this year, I'd like to say that it is because I couldn't 
find anything to my liking and severe requirements. 
But I have purchased the stocks of two seedlings from 
a hitherto unknown hybridist, Mrs. Archie Woodcock 
of Mishicot, Wis. One is an outstanding large pink 
which I have selected because of its commercial qual- 
ities and growing habits. The other is a medium, 
highly ruffled, most artistic cream. The former will 
be named Pink Boquet, the latter Fairy Dell and I 
hope to have both at next year’s shows. Both have 
already won top awards at some of our Wisconsin 
shows. These two glads represent the results of ten 
years’ labor at hybridizing by Mrs. Woodcock and her 
husband. I'm certain they will meet with approval 
at next year’s shows. 


This photo is copied from a kodaprint and lacks details 
but will suffice to convey an idea of the size and 
growing power of Pink Boquet. The little gent is Mrs. 
Woodcock’s son. Note the length of flower heads, at 
least 30 inches and 22 or more buds. 
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COLONIAL DAME (Left) 


Colonial Dame was one of my best selling varie- 
ties last year. It is a very ruffled and frilled 
lavender shading into a deeper throat. Very 
formal placement, excellent substance and easily 
opens 8-10 florets. 


ACE OF SPADES (Center) 


This variety also sold well for me last year, the 
first season on the market. It is rated as one of 
the blackest glads grown and the large florets 
are of heavy substance and have a rich velvet 
sheen. Spikes are tall and excellent for cutting. 


BIG JOE (Right) 


Tremendous, large florets on an extremely tall- 
growing spike. Color, bright, medium red. This 
variety produced some of the finest bulbs in my 
entire planting. You will like it for exhibition 
growing. 


SIERRA SNOW 


If you want an extremely large, vigorous 
white, Sierra Snow will fill your every 
desire. Not only that, but it opens many 
of its 22-24 buds at once. Heavy ruffling, 
good texture. Many of our experts rate it 
as one of our best new whites. Florists 
who want giant sized glads will surely 
want all you can supply of this giant 
white. A sure winner on the show table. 


VANITY FAIR 

A very large pale buff with cerise spot 
in throat. Very tall-growing with long 
flower head and up to seven large, 
ruffled, needle point florets open. Good 
texture and good growing habits. 
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STERLING 


Sterling proved to be an outstanding 
glad in my garden this past summer. 
Tall, straight-growing and an excellent 
cutter. Color is a deep purple-lavender 
with good placement, and heavy sub- 
stance. I consider it best in its color 
class. It really is a color which artistic 
florists will welcome to their shops. 


LILA WALLACE 


A bright, rich, deep cerise rose. Florets 
are ruffled and fluted. Spikes are tall, 
wiry and excellent for cutting. Very 
popular because of its beautiful color- 
ing. Rated as a top-notch cut flower 
variety. Was one of the best-liked 
flowers in my garden both by retail 
florists and home buyers. 
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HONEY 


Here is a “honey” of a glad, just as 
the name suggests. It is not large, 
but really is of beautiful coloring 
—a rich, baby-ribbon pink with 
slightly lighter throat. The heavy 
textured florets are nicely ruffled 
and firmly attached to the stem. 
Florets 342”. It is an ideal glad 
for design work. Buds and florets 
very suggestive of pink carna- 
tions. 


FRAZIER 


Rich, deep salmon. Grows straight 
and tall with up to 8 of its 22 buds 
open and many showing color. 
Excellent texture, some ruffling 
and perfect placement. Looks like 
one of the very best in this color 
class. 
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PATRICIAN (Left) 


A good, medium lavender which I recommend espe- 
cially for late growing. The variety itself blooms 
late, but is also at its best for the late cut flower 
market. A little short on buds, but florets are large 
and it makes a wonderful cut-flower. Produces many 
small bulblets which germinate easily. 


GOLDEN CROWN (Top) 


Another year’s growing has proved that Golden 
Crown is an excellent commercial yellow. Spikes are 
always tall with plenty of cutting stem. Placement 
sometimes a little informal. Color, rich, medium yel- 
low, not too deep for florists’ use. Produces excellent, 
clean bulbs. 


MELLOW MOON (Bottom) 


I see that some growers agree with me that Mellow 
Moon has excellent commercial value. Spikes are tall 
and wiry. A vigorous grower with healthy bulbs and 
foliage. Florets around 5 inches, somewhat ruffled. 
Deep, rich yellow with some buff shading. 


HEARTS DESIRE (Right) 


This glad is making its way to the top because of 
its beautiful ruffling and exquisite coloring. Many 
awards at this year’s shows, including “most beautiful 
spike of the show.” It will take a long time until we 
find a more beautiful pink. Vigorous grower. Produces 
large bulbs from the easy germinating bulblets. Try 
growing this beauty now as prices are very reason- 
able. 
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Bridal Orchid 


As predicted when Bridal Orchid was first introduced, this variety 
is easily capable of winning grand championships. A few such 
winners are shown here. Bridal Orchid is a glad which you 
should not pamper nor over feed. It is a vigorous grower and as 
your stock increases you will discover that it does best from 
young bulbs, even from the small sizes. All of my glads are 
grown with very limited amounts of fertilizer. This past season 
we had our best results from unfertilized fields. I can refer you 
to commercial growers who say that Bridal Orchid was one of 
their leading cut flowers for shipping; that it produced the tall 
spikes needed for their markets and that it opened exceptionally 
well when cut in bud and shipped. Bridal Orchid is a very 
healthy variety and makes nice, clean bulbs. Propagates well, 
germinates easily. I can show you kodachromes of long rows 
of this beautiful glad in the field which tell the story of its fine 
performance.

DUSTY MILLER — Deep, smoky old rose with red 
blotch and pencil striping. A good cutting variety 
and one of the very best odd colored. Always a good 
seller. Especially fine for roadside stands and mixed 


EDGWOOD — Medium rose leaning to lavender, with 
lighter throat. Tall, straight and good cutting variety. 
Florets large with up to 8 open. 


ESQUIRE — Exceedingly large florets. Tall with long 
flower head. Rich scarlet and opens up to 9 florets. 


ETHEL CAVE COLE — Another old-time favorite com- 
mercial pink. Just a few bulbs to spare. I list them 
as a glad which those new in the business should have. 


EVANGELINE — This variety has been criticised be- 
cause the first florets sometimes come irregular, but 
in my appraisal it is a great glad and will prove to 
be a real commercial variety. Has size, color, height, 
a lot open. Color is a beautiful buff pink. Giant in 
size. Very tall. 


EVENING STAR — (See Page 2) 


FLORENTINE — Very tall growing, with several large, 
ruffled pure white florets open. Used it a lot with 
other whites for hybridizing. 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE — One of the strongest 
growing whites. You can cut bulblet spikes in early 
fall. Ruffled, good substance, tall and healthy. Much 
in demand. Top rating commercial white. 


FLYING FORTRESS — Odd, smoky gray florets of im- 
mense size. Not new but offered for those desiring 
large size and odd coloring. 


FRASER — Deep salmon with heavy ruffling. Tall, 
straight with up to 8 to 22 buds open. Very fine. 


FRIENDSHIP — A choice early, delicate pink with 
Medium sized florets. Blooms 


GARDEN GOLD — Rich golden yellow with somewhat 
deeper throat. Some ruffling. Huge, slightly frilled 
florets on tall, straight spikes. 


GAY NINETIES — A nice, deep rich color. Deep plum 
with suggestions of brown tones.

HONEY — Honey is a beautiful glad. Its beauty is 
expressed in lovely baby-ribbon pink florets which 
have the appearance of being individually carved. 
Finely ruffled. Medium sized florets and height. A 
perfect glad for florists’ work. 


JUNE ROSE — Made a fine reputation the first year 
out. Choice deep rose color. Medium large florets. 
An early bloomer, consistent grower, good propagator. 
Good in every respect. 


KEEFER — A tremendously large deep blue which will 
open 8-10 large florets. A good spike will really 
thrill you. It is more of a cool weather glad as it 
is sometimes subject to flecking in hot weather. 


KEEPSAKE — A very handsome, rich yellow with some- 
what deeper yellow coloring in the throat. Florets 
are beautifully formed and opens around 6 on a tall 
tapering spike. A very fine yellow which will in- 
crease in popularity, especially for commercial grow- 
ing. 


LADY BOO — Although | have grown Lady Boo for 
several years | have never listed it. It is an excellent 
medium pink, always straight and nice and one of 
the very best cutting varieties. 


LADY MARION — A two-toned rose lavender which 
opens 8-10 florets of good size. Grows tall and 
straight. A good exhibition and commercial flower. 
A color combination which will appeal to florists. 


LAVALLE — Has made a fine reputation for itself the 
first year. The ruffled florets are of rich cream with 
a small throat marking of deep orange. Florets 51/2 
inches, 6-8 open on tall, straight spikes. Very out- 
standing. 


LAVENDER AND GOLD — Very early and valuable 
because of this. Fine light lavender with cream throat. 
Excellent commercial. Medium size florets. 


LILA WALLACE — (see Page 10) 


LUCKY — A medium sized, pale lavender with cream 
throat. A nice cutting variety, propagates fast, ger- 
minates easily. 


MADALINE BROWN — Nearest to Picardy in color and 
will outgrow it for height and size. Stock strong and 
healthy. A trial will convince you that it’s good. 


MANCHU — Striking, attractive oriental colors of rich 
yellow and Chinese red. Spikes tall, florets informal 
but decorative. Especially valuable for home ar- 
rangements. Modern florists will appreciate this glad 
for their decorative work. Really very unusual and 
nice. 


MARGARET JEAN — Greatly improved in my garden 
this year. A rich, deep self orange. Placement some- 
times informal but o.k. for commercial. Tall, straight 
growing.
